The Raja looks more to the amount of the nazar or the presents offered 
by a candidate than to his qualifications.. The writer thinks that Maharaj Kumar, 
the Réja’s son, is a very able man, and may be entrusted with the management of the 
affairs of the State.

punity. Government usually remains entirely in the dark as to their misconduct, 
coniplaints being made to it against them only when they fail to show due hogpi- 
tality to the District Superintendents of Police, the Magistrates, and the Inspector. 
General of Police. They freely levy blackmail, send for any dancing-girls for 
immoral purpeses, keep many horses, and build large houses, leaving valuable estates 
to their heirs at the time of death. If there are any officers in Government ser- 
vice who exercise practically unlimited power, live in right royal style, and are able 
to.make fortunes, it is the Kotwals. Some late Kotwdls of Allahabad are good 
examples, Kadir Bakhsh has left a valuable estate to his heirs ; Bawa Narain Singh — 
owns one of the iargest houses in the principal street of the city; and Liakat 
Husain built a nice palace to which Mr. Lawrence, the late Commissioner of 
Allahabad, was tempted to pay a visit. The principal duty.of a Kotwal is -to ‘Pay 
frequent visits to the District Magistrate and the Superintendent of Police, and to 
promptly supply atl things required by their wives. Ifhe performs that duty 
satisfactorily, he is considered by them a very efficrent and honest official, and then 
he can commit downright robbery and plunder to his heart’s content like the rebels 
in 1857. Woe betide the gentleman who happens to incur his displeasure! The 
District authorities readily accept his reports and support. him in all his’ actions.
